The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Tamamura et ai do not teach coating an insulating polymer coated substrate with a 
metallic or conducting backing layer to obtain a metallic or conducting backing layer 
coated substrate. Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated 
to adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be 
established.
